lighter won oiH‘ of the great fixtures of the year. 
“Diamond .liln” Brady was keenly affcided hy the 
resnli. .lust one .vear ago Brady paid 3*7, TOO for 
Holschcr as a two-ycar-old. After inan.v failures he 
dlsi>oscd of him to W. Shields for t^l.OOO, During 
the week Brady had liecii anxious to at^qnlre Flip 
Flap, the ninner-up. and actually offered ^12.<!M)0 
for the Handspring filly. 

Toilay's card w.is atlrarlive. hut the weather was 
clieorless .and uninviting and a heavy track pre- 
vailisl.

FLYNN’S NEW STARTING MACHINE. 

.lohn Fl.vnn, the inventor of the new starting ma- 
chine that is to he given a trial at Prelmont Park, 
is an employe of John W. Rogers. The machine is 
intended for use in the making of a walk-np start. 
Tlie harrier proper is made of tape or webbing, but 
is{ attiiched to a light framework, which runs on a 
rail at each side of the track. The barrier moves 
in front of the horses and has a play of about 109 
feet.. The idea is to line the horses up In front 
of the barrier, which will move in front of them 
as they walk into a gooil position. The Imrrior 
<-an be raised by the starter at any time the horses 
are well aligned and ready for the word. It can 
.nlso lie stopped at any point if ne«*cessary, and flies 
up ami out of the way w’lth the pressure of a button. 
The harrier was tried in the presence of a number 
of Sheeitshoad Ba.v trainers Wednesday morning and 
mot with their approval. Sui>erintendent Clark, 
who saw the working of the harrier, said that it 
lof»ke<l to lie feasible and practical. 

1 MINNIE ADAMS AND NIFO AT LOUISVILLE. 

I.onisvllle, Ky., Oetoher «».— Trainer William Phil- 
lips w’HS somewliat surprised w’hen he saw’ the names 
of .Minnie Adams and Nlfo among the entries for 
the .lerome Handicap at Belmont P.nrk .Moiid.iy. 
Both liorscs are at the lo<*al track. Minnie Adams 
is out of training ami Nifo ha.s broken ’dowMi. Ev- 
iilently, Fred Cook neglected to deidare them out of 
tlie race.

Nmttuifonn. the New -Zealand eolt, which, until 
rc'cently. has been favorite for the English Cesare- 
wltch, at two and one-quarter miles, to be run 
next Wednesday, has been displaced hy Feather 
Bed. The New Zealand colt, however, is likely to 
be the post choice.

Louisville, Ky.. October After .an all night r.i In 
it seemed this morning that the Churehlll Downs 
^ track would he heavy, consequently there were a 
number of earl.v withdrawals from the races carded 
for this afternoon. .Some of these hasty owners had 
regrets to expre.ss later, however. The sandy track, 
with its extraordinary facllit,v tor soaking np water, 
dried out b.v the time the first race was on to an 
extent that it was dusty on top. With two excel- 
lent attractions in the Louisville Handicap, and a 
steeplechase handicap, the attendance was tip to the 
usual big holiday proportions, and the racing, whll“ 
it .Liegan with two easy victories, had enough of 
Interest and excitement toward the end to more 
than satisfy the spectators. 

Jockey Mountain, whose smvess here kns to some 
extent dimmed the popularity of Nicdl,, rode three 
winners, Cliarlie Eastman, Western and High Bear. 
Charlie Eastman clearly ontcla.ssed his opponents, 
and Mountain’s victory with him was an easy one. 
But he earned the victories with Western and High 
Bear. Probably he could have landetl either of 
the placed horses in both races in first position. 

The steeplechase w’as the most farcical affair of 
its kind that racegoers have seen this season. Eleven 
Df Uioiia ate holteil and one, MaVertek, fell, 
leaving four, Creolin. the well hacked favorite. Dr. 
Keith, Madrs* and Battle Creek to finish in the order 
named. The first mishap occurred at the secotvl 
olistacle when Gus T..ankn and Weherflelds. then In 
the lead, ran out. They ran into the course again, 
causing H. M. P., Evander, and Ben Bhaw' to bolt. 
New Amsterdam ran out at the sixth Jump. After 
the leaders had bolted at the second jump, Creollh 
rushed into the leatl, which he maintained throogh- 
oiit. The accidents of the race were due to poorly 
schooled horses and had riders. ,, 

The Canadians scored heavily over the victory of 
Dollndn in the handicap when he heat out Alma 
Dufc'uir in a furious drive h.v a short margin. The.v 
obtained as good as 20 to 1 at some stages of the 
betting ag.<iinst the horse. „ ,

NO ACTION ON LATONIA’S APPLICATION. 

Kentucky State Racing Commission Will Decide sti 
to the Fall Dates October 15. 

Lexington, Ky.. October 6. — The State Racing 
Commission met here yesterday tinder call of Chair- 
man Chirin to consider the application of the Latonia 
Jockey Club for the dates October 22 to November 
17, for its fall meeting of twenty- four days. Action 
was deferred until October 15, when the commission 
will assemble again. Chairman Chinn says it was 
desired hy the memliers to have time in which to 
carefully read Judge Cochran’s recent decision es- 
tablishing the f-onstltutionallty of the law creating 
and empowering the commission. 

WHY SHAW RODE FOUNTAINBLUE. 

“Don’t tell me he is not a good horse. He’s a 
first-class colt and I knew it. He’ll beat these 
cracks yet,’’ Davy .Johnson is quoted as having 
said after Fonntainhlue’a vlctwy in the Trinmpti 
Slakes. 

Naturally the presence of Shaw in the Brady 
colors caused lYmsiderahle comment. When asked 
ns to the change Mr. Brad.v said: 

“We iHincliided to put Shaw np as Martin had 
been unable to make the colt run up to his private 
form. The siihstitiitlon is not meant as a reflection 
on Martin at all. He has done good service for 
me and I think is .the best distance rider in the 
«‘onntry. But in justice to the colt, to the public 
and myself I believed it good policy to try another 
rider in the hope that the colt would rnn better 
than he did for Martin. 

“Martin wanted to ride and had a talk with me 
alsiiit it today, lint I tohl him that he must stand 
(hiwn this time. The colt had worked very well 
for this ra<*e and I was determined to find out if 
he Is a racehorse. I am satisfied now that he is a 
goo<l horse. 

“I don’t know if Martin will want to ride for 
me again, hut my contract with him does not end 
until November 15, and he will be paid up until 
that time. I have no fault to find with him and 
only wanted to try a different rider in the hope 
of an improvement la the colt’s form. The action 
was in no way an accusation of Martin.”
